tions, and that continadl prospects might bé opened to him, of greater 
progress in virtue, respectability aad happiness.——Although much of ati 
this must be done by every individual for himself, yet the infiuence of go- 
vernment, upon the parsuits and moral energy of men is great ant un. 

Government is .he great law, if Emay so speak, to which aH look 
up With. reverenee and subinission: “It regulates the great onttines of oar 
course, and frequently descends into the’ minutia of oar characters Ete 
object of these remarks, necessarily "brief and Imperfect,’ is simply^this; 
that Whatever concerns nran, in-the entire range of liis puisuits, and the 
whole circle of his enjóythents, whatever properly restrains him or bene. 
ficially excites him, is the legitimate subject of a Hberaf chad enligtiteped 
legislation. Legislation should uot be confined alone to the repressing ot 
crimes, the adjustment of rights, thé secuvify of property from the-vielcace 
anil injustice of selfish fechugs, and the regulation.of things necessary for 
the establishment of government itself, but should také in alsó tie whole 
scope of human interests, and should be a pillar of cloud and of fireto con- 
duct to the maximum of individualand social happiness. Fn despotic gov- 
ernments less than this will necessarily be sought, because the attainment 
of the whole would subvert-the principles npon which they are founded;

In common with tho 
other happy states to-which we are united, we trave no popular commoti- 
ons, nor the distraction ‘of -confiicting interests and designs, as the Jas 
Which governs the whole has a sanction equal to that of the universal will, 
Bu in the midst of these blessings, it is believed, that there is, from 
Various Catises, and that there isinipending, an uutisual préssure of peca- 
hiary'distress, Coming from the bosom of the^péople, and charged with 
their wants and their wishes, you will have more certain and cxtenSiveitu- 
formation-on this subject, than this Department has had an cpportunity 
fo obtain. ‘The present remarks, however, will proceed upon the supposi- 
tion; that there is, and will be, pecuniary dificdlty of à temporary durk-- 
tions and it will be a sóurcé- of much happiness, if the impressiswshouli 
prove to be-crroneous.

“mature; incidents, or use of money, as being the mediüm through which 
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eli the necéssery exchanges of sogiety &re effected, that independently.of 
the real condition of any community, freqktntly occasions ‘peculiar eme 
barrassmetit, Zt is one of the most humane.and endearing operations of 
overnmest, to afford. remedy for these evils whenever they unfortns 
nately, arise, In our own community they threaten ys, not from luxury 
and extravagance long and gradually induced, not from slothfülness in 
business, or vemissness. in devising the ordinary means by which compe. 
fcuce, Comfort, aud wealth are secured, Büt they lave originated in gens 
eral, from the reverse of aH theses-fram the excess of enterprise and ine 
custry, balked and-borne down by unforeseen contingenciés, and disap 
poiuted, if not wisgnided calculations. Those who were led by their ar. 
, dent devotion to the interest of (heir families, to anticipate their future 
labors, in orgler to obtain more ample means for the present prosecution 
of that sacred object, find themselves subject to ruin, or to great loss, by 
events which no ordinary prudence. could furesee, and which did not enter 
into calculations which were Cecmed temperate and judicious. The most 
arduous Jabor, aided by the most exact and rigid economy, has not proved 
gufficjent to afford a remedy, A. fend, a lingering hope of better times, 
bias only rendered the crisis moro difficult. The case would not seem to 
be much variert from the following simple statement; a Jaborious, enter. 
prising. econoniiral, and judicious community, have become-embarrassed, 
by the sudden and continued fall ia the price of the staple productions of 
the country. Zhe times which immediately preceeded, were prosperous 
in the extreme, They allared the better passions to aim at means more 
ependily to acquire competence and comfort for our families, This illusive, 
Lat endearing phantom was cherished inthe imagination, and assumed to 
 Mself the high attributes of sober reason, and accurate judgment. . The 
anxions enquiry remains, what remedy can be applied to the present state 
ofthings? If, by any saie means, the present pressure might be miti» 
gated, the extraordinary industry .and resources of the country would 
speedily redeem all past errors, ‘Ff time could he given, much distress 
might be alleviated, and many valuable citizens saved, not, perhaps, from 
luss or sacrifice, but from absolute ruin. Ff any of the causes of distress 
be within the control of the Public Authorities, they should be diligently 
removed. Gur circulating medium is deficient, and the annual drain from 
the purchase of Public Land, will cause it to continue so for some time to 
cofne. The money goes into the public coffers, and very slowly returns, 
Xt operates as if the balance of trade were against us, to its entire amount, 
‘Khe country does not become poorer by the purchase of Public Land, but 
the greater the quantity. of land which is purchased, the more deficient 
the circulating medium becomes, and the. more distressed the, cguntry 
therefore appears... We have not money left sufficient for our home, orite 
ternal trade. Ft is evident, that while we continue to be purchasers of 
land from the United-States, ‘the quantity.of circulatiug medium ought to 
, be greater thru, would be necessary underotler circumstances; that is, 1f 
we purebase land one from, ancther,, Wher it is fouud that money Js 
Ecarcey or, in other wordsg: flat there is pot a sufficient quantity for the 
transattions of the countyy,:on 9 foir and cquitable scale, ani-that there- 
fore it has acquived. an adyentitióus value, the fears of some are alarmed; 
the cupidity of. others excited--the consternation spreads-—and ín a short 
time,.a small sum of it is:safficient to purchase property far exceeding its 
Permanent value. The. deficiency of our cirrülation is already. felt; and

question naturally arises, what remedy shall be resorted tof "Phe Increase

“Th May last the Toinbeckbe Bank failed to make payment of its notes in 
Specie. ‘This was attended by a speedy depreciation of its paper. By 
this unfortunate Aailuze, ifie circ glating currency of the State, af all times 
insufiicient, was greatly reduced. The tax collectors received the carliest, 
notification. Many perspus who had prepared money in those Bills, in 
order to avail themselves of the benefit of the Act of Congréss in regard to

The committee on the state bank being required, by 
a resolution of the House of Representatives. to express an opinion on 
the-power and expediency of erecting a banking house, it is with regret 
that they are compelled by their honest convictions to differ witha ma- 
jority of the board of Directors on both of these points The provision 
in the charter mainly relied on to sustain the power in question, is to be 
found in the {Sih ariicle of the 9th section of the act of incorporation, 
which authorises the President and Directors to purchase,receive, possess 
enjoy and retain to them and their successors. lands,rents,bereditaments, 

- tenements.coods,chattels and effect. of, what nature kind or quality, so- 
ever aml the same to sell &c. These powers are common to,and essen- 

tial properties of every coruorate body. they appertain with as much ef- 

fect fo a library company oran incorporation of trustees for a county 
acaüemy.as to a hoard of Bank Directors: ithout these essential rights, 
corporations would not be placed on a footing with a natural person, in 
he ordinary operation of trade They furnish to a banking institution 

particularly frequent means of effectually securing debts due the samein 
the course of its regular hanking transactions. but the committee cannot 
believe that the power to purchase real estate for the purpose of erect- 
ing a banking house, and of appropriating an indefinite sum on such e 
rection. was ever conveyed in terms so general and in their nature su en- 
tirely technival. Itis a power but remotely connected with. and incid- 
ent to the main object for which the bank was created, and should there- 
fore. ifthe state had have uitensed to dispose of its general Legislative 
control in relation to this matter have been expressed in language plain 
and specified. Tt involves the great power of raising and appropriating 
revenue so strictiy guarded by the constitution that all bilis in relation 
to the same must originate iv the House of Representatives. 

Implied powers are at all times dcubtia) in their character, and dan- 
gerous in their consequences. sanctioned by prececent they acquire the 
force oflaw and frequen ly terminate in subverting the land marks pre- 
scribed for the imitation of the powers of public servants Ju the pre- 
sent case if the directory can in any instauce foreign to,and unconnected 
with the regular transactions of the Bank purchase and seil real estate,

* great object of the committee to go into a thorough and full investigation 
of tiie truth of the several charges as presented.by Mr. Salle: and, in do- 
ing this, they have awarded every possible indulgence to the accuser and 
the accused, The great mass of the testimony necessary to be embodied 
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i writing. for the full mformatton, of every person interested in the isst 
pust plead their excuse for not-presenting tothe House,zat an @rlicr pe- 
od. the result of their labors.

A Lipscomb’s present commission as circuit Judge. - The -objecticn, 
Sywever, was waived by the representatives of said Lipscomb, sho a- 
youve on their part, a desire that the examination should take the widest 
pree, and that no part ot his official conduct should be exempt, for any 
eue Whatever, from the most rigid ins: ection, Under these circum- 
stances, the committee proceeded tc examine the charge. and so far from 
having discovered any iriconsistency in Judge Lipscomb, arising out of 
intimidation or partíality for the bank, they believe that the two decisions 
referred to were in perfect unison, aud in strict accordance with the great 
principles of law and equity. ‘The point decided in the case of the Tom- 
beckbe bank vs: W. D. Gaines et al. was, that Geo: S. Gaines, the cash- 
ier of the Tombeckbe bank, was an incompetent witness to prove that 
the note on whichithe action was brougürt, had never been discounted in the 
‘bank: and that inasmuch as said bank had kept books, in which entries o? 
that kind were made, the books alone could be introduced in evidence. 
This decision was, in the opinion of the court, doubtless founded on that 
universal principle-of law. that the besttestiunony the nature of the case 
is susceptible of, must be introduced into court. And the court might 
have very honestly believed, that it would be a dangerous rule for the re- 
eollection of any bank officer to be relicd on. in preference to the records 
ofthe bank itself. But the charge against Judge Lipscomb wholly fails 
on another ground: it has been established to the satisfaction of the com- 
mittee by theaccuser himself, that at the time of ilie alledged decision by 
Judge Lipscomb, the interest of the note, the foundation of the action a- 
bove mentioned, was not in the ‘Vumbechbe bank, but in one Joseph M°. 
Carty. In the case of the Tombeckbe bank vs. R. G. Haden alluded to 
inthe above charge, if the case had been regularly. docketed, and in fact. 
in existence on the records of Mobile court, it would have been strange 
if Judge Lipscomb had refused to order a subpoena duces fecum to the 
bank, to bring forward their books for the purpose of proving the very

Charter. Interest is the main incentive to individual exertion. and must 
be strongly addressed. to produce a great national improvement by the 
application of individual means: all the hazards of a failure im the en 
terprise, must be covered by the extent of the profits allowed in the even 
of success. or mdividuals will not embark their funds. The profits to 
be paid, whether to the state or to a company, it is very clear. must be 
considered a tax on the Tabor of the country; and it is consequently. o 
great importance to the people, that the tax soto be paid should be as 
low as possible. The state would be satisfied with a lower rate of tol 
than a company would. and avoid all the evil consequences of allowing 
one portion of the community to tax the balance. Your committee feela 
greater degree of confidence in the belief, that the aid of the Unite 
States and also of the state of Tennessee, may be obtained in time to com- 
plete the work in a shorter time, than it is probable it will be done, if 
left in the bands of a company. .

i I am authorised by the common Jaw and statutary provisions, fo divide ~ 
. aj] contempts into three classes: ist, those that ale consequentialorpph- ^ 
structive.—2d, those thatare direct to the court; apd Sd, those that áre `` 
. -direct i0 the person of a Judge, I cannot for a moment believe. that a 
Circuit Court, only possesses ile power to punish for contempts under 
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ho statute of 1807. to contend for the doctrine that the courts possess w 
power to punish for contempts, unless such power is conferred by this, 
statute, would be to contend for a doctrine, that would lead to the de- , 
struction of powers essential to the administration of justice. 


Under the common law, «any disobedience to the order or process of & - 


court. is a contempt of court, ior which the offender may be punished for 
a longer time than twenty four hours, without the intervention ofa jury, 
and the exercise of this power by the courts iu this country, cannot be de- 
nied. Indeed it is essentially necessary ihat this power should be exer- 
cise). in order to thé proper administration of public justice. — E will il- 
lustrate my views upon this subject. by stating a few cases. A Sheriff 
is required to return process iuto cacrt, which he refuses to tuse dis 
is a contempt of court; for which by the aid of an attachment, he may bo 
punished with imprisonment, antil the process is returned into court. A 
detendant in chancery refuses to answer a bill filed against him; this ig a 
contempt of court, for which he may be imprisoned until he answers the - 
bil: ‘Phe same remark may be made, in relation toa decree in Chance- 
ry. which the defendant refuses to submit to; the court is certainly au- 


thorised to imprison the defendant, until he complies with the decree — ~ 


"The cases of contempts, to which I have here adverted and others of a 
similar character. are certainly consequential in their nature. and may 
be punished as at common law, without any regard to the act of 207, 

By the common law, courts of record possessed ihe power to punish 
for contemptis in comt. A contempt of this character, cannot be consis- 
dered as consequential. but must he-yiewed as a direct contempt to the 
court. By the common law, the punishment for a contempt in open 
court is nof defined. it must therefore be left to the discretion of the court, 
inflicting the panishment Tt was to guard against the abuse of this power, 
and to restrict the exercise of it. that the second section of the act of 1807 
was.enacted. it may be proper to remark, that consequential contempts - 
may be divided into two classes, Whenever a dutyjis required to be dis- 
charged by law, or the judgiaentor decree ofthe court, and the person re- 
quired to perform this dwy. or to obey this decree, neglects or refuses tẹ 
do so, the party offending may be punished under the rules of the com- 
mon law asabove stated. But wherever a contempt is offered. which is : 
clearly consequential. aud is not. governed by any fixed rule. I incline 
to the opinion that the punish-uent should be controlled by the second sec- 
tion of the;before recited act. For instance. if an effort was made to 
bribe a Clerk inenteriig up a judgment, although this effort might be 
made in the recess of the coita wattle the Clerk was engaged in bringing’ 
up the proceedings, it would certainly amount to a contempt of courtzand 
inasmuch a3 it was not offered iu open court, it must be considered as a 
conseque ati d conta.

If out of court. the offending party must be- brought in by attachment, 
and when hrought in thetrial must be by interrogation. The conduct of 
Juge Lipscomb it is clear, cannot abide the test of those principles. De 
Nol was comnitted twice for a longer time tian a. Judge can imprison 
for a contempt to him He was committed once without à mitimus and 
once ona mitimus. that did not allege the cause. If really the conduct of 
De Wolf was a contempt of the court and not of the judge, then he was 
comnitted without trial or conviction in the mode pointed out by law. He 
mightforauglt we know have purged the contempt if put on interrogato- 
ries; if his conduct was a contempt of the Judge and not of the court, then 
he was imprisoned longer than the law allowed for that offence: and how- 
ever the matter may be. in this respect he was imprisoned without a writ- 
ten warrant specify ing the cause. Such proceedings are fraugat with too, 
mach danger to the defined aad protected liberty of the citizen o meet 
my approbation. and under a high sense of duty.
